MADDEN STIRS UP THE ALDERMEN, 


He Will Call a Mass-Meeting and Try to 
Raise Half a Million, 

Chairman Madden of the Council Finance 
committee, to which the Mayor last Monday 
night assigned the work of doing the city’s 
share of caring for the homeless and hungry, 
has conceived the plan ofa gigantic mass- 
meeting for the purpose of receiving subscrip- 
tions in order that impetus may be given the 
work by the reception of an immense sum at 
onetime. That meeting is to be held next 
Monday afternoon in Battery D and the Ald- 
erman believes there will be received ut that 
time not less than $500,000. At that meet- 
ing, too, will be discussed the proper plan for 
action both in the matter of collecting money 
and of distributing the relief. This plan is 
set forth in a letter which was sent out yes- 
erday. . 
Early in the morning Chairman Madden sent 
to each of the Aldermen and the heads of city 
departments letters asking them to make 
their contributions at once and to send them 
to the Controller, He set the lead himself by 
sending in the $50 he pledged himself to give 
at Monday night’s meeting of the Council.

To our fellow-citizens: On the eve of this mnu- 
we deem it our duty to submit to 
our fellow-citizens the reasons why we favor the 
candidacy of George B. Swift.

After the partial retreat of this river the Chi- 
cago River was formed by the recurring floods 
from the Desplaines and Skokie floods, Mr, 
Guthrie then traced the history through fossil 
evidences of the glacial work and of the long 
periods succeeding that epoch.

The’ Mayor Unable to Address Electors 

* Owing to a Cold and a Painful Accident 
=—Earnest Speeches Made in His Favor

instant. He left his office a few minutes be- 
fore 5 o’clock for his home on the West Side, 
and an hour later, in answer toa telephone 
message, said that, in addition to the pain of 
his injury, he was suffering with a severe cold, 
and regretted being compelled to disappoint 
the voters who expected to hear him speak, 

Republicans from the Thirty-second, Thirty- 
third, and Thirty-fourth Wards gathered last 
night in considerable numbers at the Rosalie 
Hall, Fifty-seventh street and Rosalie court, 
to indorse the candidature of George B. 
Swift for Mayor. John M. .Hamilton pre- 
sided. In his opening remarks he dealt 


with the necessity existing for a business- 


like and thoroughly reliable municipal 
government and Mayor Swift's fitness for the 
responsibilities of office.

SEVENTEEN YOUNG OUTLAWS CAUGHT, 


Police Capture Two Gangs Banded To- 
gether for Burglary and Petty Theft.

Night before last and yester- 
day morning the police made a raid among 
them and placed seventeen in jail at Harrison 
Street Station. They are boys ranging in age

At a meeting of ministers Monday afternoon, 
representing nearly every religious denomination 
in the city, assembled to consider the present ex- 
traordinary emergency in Chicago, a committee 
was appointed to present to your body the fol- 
lowing expression of fraternal interest and fel- 
lowship, which was unanimously and enthusias- 
tically adopted: 

It was resolved that, in believing, as we are 
sure you also do, that love to God is proved by 
love to man, we earnestly desire a bappy and 
satisfactory issue to the deliberations of your in- 
fiuential body on behalf of the millions of indus- 
trious men whom you represent, whose interests 
you have at heart, and whose faithful labor is a 
strong foundation stone beneath the temple of 
the national well being. 

We also desire at all times, and most especially 
in this crisis of bitter trouble, to act with you in 
all practical ways in relieving the present dis- 
tress and in promoting tages high and worthy 
ends which you worthily seek.

Pres- 
ident Higinbotham was induced to erect a 
building costing $6,000 for the accommoda- 
tion both of the nurses’ exhibit and the 
pharmaceutical exhibit. It wasa neat, one- 
story cottage, 50x80 feet, situated near the 
Sixtieth street entrance to the Fair grounds. 
The display made was beautiful and interesting 
and many sufferers were relieved free of charge. 
The number of patients who received atten- 
tion in the hospital during the time of the 
World’s Fair was 2,220. The hospital was

Bankers to Furnish Gold for Export. 


Although it was stated with some shadow of 
authority that the visit to this city of William 
E, Curtis, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
had no. officiai significance, the contrar 
opinion prevails generally among the bank 
Pres idents and financiers of: Wallstreet.

Curtis today made a round of calls

After the visits were 
made there developed a well defined 
rumor that the leading banks of the city had 
agreed, at least tacitly, to supply gold for ex- 
ey up to the aggregate sum of $25.000,000. 

e free gold in the Subtreasury, according

Under these circum- 
stances the government could il! afford to 
supply the demand for exportation. nor can 
it see its way clear to refuse such 
demands if they are made. The New 
York banks now hold in reserve up-

Preparing for “Greater New York.” 

Eight of the eleven members of the Munic- 
ipal Consolidation Inquiry committee met to- 
day and adopted a new bill to be presented 
to the next session of the Legislature on the 
question of oo to a_populdr vote the pro- 
posed consolidation of New York, Brooklyn, 
and outlying towns and villages in one Great- 
er New York. The bill differs in two points 
frum the bill rejected last winter by the Leg- 
islature. It omits the section in the former 
bill which Was the bone of contention by which, 
after an election, the committee was to 
report to the Legislature ** such bills as are 
necessary to bring the affairs of the Territdry 
proposed to be annexed under a single admin- 
istration.’’ By the provisions of the new bill 
the result of the election or expression of 
public opinion will be filed with the Secre- 
tary of State ten days after it becomes law 
and yop will thereby be enabled to 
learn the wishes of outlying districts for their 
action on a future bill for consolidation. The 
voters therefore do not vote directly for con- 
solidation.

GREAT COST OF THE LEHIGH STRIKE, 


Six Hundred Thousand Dollars Short, and 
More Trouble Ahead. 

PuHrILaDEevpuia, Pa., Dec. 12.—({Special.]— 
The Lehigh Valley railroad directors met 
today and took a look backward at their 
contest with organized labor. President Wil- 
bur presented a report containing estimates 
of the losses through damage to freight and 
equipment growing out of the strike, The 
estimates are as follows: 

Damage to locomotives, 
000; to freight in wrecks, $9,450; to perishable 
freight by delay, $25,550; total, $77,000. 

While the report contains no estimates of 
the general loss of traffic and increase of ex- 
penses growing out ofthe strike an official 
said that the company estimated the loss from 
those sources at about $500,000, and the 
total cost of the strike at about $600,000. It 
was decided to pass the quarterly dividend. 

A new trouble has arisen and the situation 
is critical at Wilkesbarre. All engineers over 
45 years of age are being dismissed. Four 
men who have been with the company for 
tw@nty years have been laid off. Already the 
indications are that this action of the com- 
pany may cause serious trouble and conserva- 
tive business-men hereabouts affirm that un- 
less this rule is modified the company will 
have another strike on its hands and that other 
roads .are likely to be involved. A new 
schedule of wages on the Wyoming division 
reduces the firemen’s pay and they promise

trouble. 
A notice posted today, apprising the Le- 
high Valiey men of a further reduction in 


wages, especially in the case of firemen, who 
lose 10 per cent, came unexpectedly and may 
cause trouble. There is great bitterness here 
because the old .men are not being taken 
back.

HOPKINS AND LOW WAGES. 

Last year the Democratic politicians suc- 
ceeded in making the great bulk of the wage 
classes believe that it would be to their inter- 
est to have the tariff cut down to a low rev- 
enue basis,and to have the protection features 
removed therefrom. Those classes, thus per- 
suaded, cast millions of votes for Cleveland, a 
Democratic Congress, and “a tariff for rev- 
enue only.’ 

When the result of the election became 
known all the manufacturers and merchants 
carrying large stocks of goods began to feel 
that they must prepare for the great change 
in prices and business which must inevitably 
follow the change of admiinistration from a 
protective one to a low tariff one. Long be. 
fore the 4th of March, when Cleveland was 
sworn in and Harrison left the White House, 
the business classes began to curtail produc- 
tion in prudent preparation for the Demo- 
cratic tariff policy soon to be put .in force. 
Merchants purchased light stocks of goods, 
not daring to be caught with heavy stocks to 
sell on falling markets. 

These preparations for the Democratic 
‘* tariff reform” caused the gradual discharge 
of workmen and clerks in tens of thousands 
of establishments. As the character of the 
Wilson bill became known the dread of the 
effects grew stronger all over the country and 
times became worse. The Demeocratic bill, 
when published, was found to b2 more sweep- 
ing and the cut deeper than even had been an- 
ticipated. It not only destroys $70,000,000 
of revenue at one sweep and creates a Treas- 
ury deficit of that amount, but opens our 
ports to an inundation of cheap labor European 
goods unless American wages can be cut 
down in the same ratio as the tariff reduction. 
E-nployers do not know what to do at pres- 
ent. Business confidence in future market 
prices is destroyed and production and orders 
of consumers are paralyzed. There will be 
no improvement of the present miserable 
times until after the new Democratic tariff 
bili is passed and employers can see where 
they stand and how much they will be obliged 
to slash down wages of their laborers and 
clerks to meet the foreign competition pre- 
cipitated upon fhem by the Democratic free 
trade reformers. — ) 

The workmen of this great city, the second 

in population and importance tn the Nation, 
piled up a majority of 36,000 last year for 
Cleveland and a Democratic Congress, and the 
résult of that election is the present dreadful 
state of things. In Chicago tens of thousands 
of workinen are walking the streets seeking 
for employment. They voted themselves out 
of work and wages, and are now appealing to 
their former employers for alms, for bread, 
anda bed. An election for Mayor takes place 
in Chicago next week. The Democratic poli- 
ticians of this city, from Hopkins down to the 
ward heelers and City Hall bread and butter 
brigade, are going up and down the city day 
and night appealing to the workmen out ofa 
job to rally to the polis next Tuesday and roll 
up a big majority for Hopkins, which will be 
looked on at Washington as another big ma- 
jority for the Democratic Wilson bill—for a 
low tariff and low wages, or no work. These 
Democratic politicians are calling on all the 
wage-workers and poor men to rally to the 
support of Hopkins, and if he is elected will 
claim they rallied to the support of Cleveland 
and his Congress and their “‘ tariff for revenue 
only’’ policy. They want the workmen to 
take more of the “hair of the dog that bit 
them.’’ They want Hopkins to win so as to 
demonstrate to Congress how voters in Chica- 
go believe in and want a low tariff with wages 
to match, and desire to open our ports to 
undercufting European goods. In the event 
of Hopkins’ election the Democratic ward 
politicians wili claim that that was the issue at 
this election. They want a result that shall 
encourage the Democratic Congressmen to 
cut and slash all the protection out of the 
tariff for the satisfaction and pleasure of the 
Southern Democratic planters. 
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TINKERING THEIR TARIFF ¥F BILL. 

When the Wilson tariff bill was made pub- 
lic by the Ways and Means committee it was 
stated that it was the finished and perfect 
product of the brains of the Democratic mem- 
bers, and it was declared that it would be put 
through the House as it stood. After reading 
it over President Cleveland announced that it 
was ** the result of much patriotic and unself- 
ish work, and I believe it deals with its sub- 
jects as consistently and thoroughly as exist- 
ing conditions permit.” 

The committee has begun tinkering with its 
work before it has formally passed out of its 
hands and into those of the House. How much 
tinkering it will get after it reaches the House 
and ** the numerous and varied local interests 
affected by the proposed reform,” asa Mr. 
Cleveland calls it, are heard from, the future 
must decide. Behind the Democratic Con- 
gressmen who represent districts whose ‘ lo- 
cal interests’ are menaced stand threaten- 
ingly, with ballots in their hands, the unem- 
ployed, the workers on half time, and the men 
whose wages have been reduced in anticipa- 
tion of the passage of the Wilson bill, which 
Mr. Cleveland calls “* reform,” but which the 
workingmen are beginning to see is starva- 
tion. 

Tue Tarsune printed yesterday a number 
of modifications of the tariff bill made by the 
committee. With hardly an exception these 
changes are in the line of higher duties and of 
more protection. The cotton, woolen, and 
some other schedules have been gone through, 
and here a trifle more protection added and 
there a trifle. Atthe same time some.of the 
duties which were previously altered from 
specific to ad valorem in the first draft of the 
bill are made specific again. This is the case 
with the duty on tinplate. This action will 
meet with the approval of the large consumers 

of that article in this city, who say in a peti- 
tion to Congress:

tories, lower wages, and unemployed myriads. 


CAKING FOR THE DESTITUTE, 

The number of destitute persons in this city 
is appalling. Those who have no homes, 
neither place to sleep nor food to eat except 
what is furnished free of cost to themselves, 
are numbered -by thousands, and doubtless 
these are but a small proportion of all those 
who are threatened by the wolf at the door. 
The dullness of business, which is felt all over 
the country, is emphasized painfully here by 
the cessation of many avenues of employment 
that closed with the Fair. The list of suffer- 
ers includes not only great numbers of those 
who found regular work here a year or two 
ago, but many of those who were attracted by 
the Fair excitement and now find themselves 
stranded with little hope of being able to earn 
wages and no ability to go elsewhere except 
on foot. 

The homeless ones have not been without 
shelter and are being supplied with food, The 
lower floor of the City Hall and the station 
houses have been open to them for weeks, 
and within the last few days the necessity of 
making more extensive arrangements “has 
forced itself on the attention of well-to-do 
citizens, The demand is being met promptly. 
A building.on Wabash avenue has been hired 
and several churches had their doors opened 
at night for the reception of the people who 
otherwise would have had no place to sleep. 
Contributions of food have been sent in lib- 
eral quantity by numerous kini-hearted citi- 
zens, With some clothing. The donors had in 
most cases so little thought of self that they 
waited not for formal recognition, content if 
they were the means of alleviating to some 
extent the sorrows and sufferings of the very 
poor. This action has been so liberal that 
probably none of the thousands of poverty- 
stricken ones have borne more than was pos- 
sible without succumbing to the demon of 
want. 

This spasmodic work of relicf is being suc- 
ceeded by more organized methods, the re- 
sult of which ‘promises to be adequate 
not only for sustaining through the cold 
winter the lives of the many who are now des- 


peal for aid long before next spring. All 
are sharing in the movement. Catholics as 
well as Protestants, and these who do not go 
to any church are uniting to relieve the dis- 
tress. Men and women who are receiving 
but a moderate weekly or monthly compen- 
sation for their toil are joining with employers 
and leisurely capitalists in pledges to swell 
the relief fund. Quarters, dimes, and nickels 
are flowing and will continue to flow into the 
treasury for the poor alongside of bank bills 
and checks, all intended to help feed, clothe, 
and shelter the members of the most unfort- 
unate class, the great majority of whom 
would not think of accepting charity if they 
had a chance to earn money by working for 
it. 

The decision was arrived at yesterday that 
food, and:shelter will be furnished to the poor 
by the city. The corporation will be responsi- 
ible to the extent of providing whatever may 
be necessary in advance of receiving funds 
therefor, but will depend on contributions by 
the charitable to defray all the expense, as 
there are no fundsin the Treasury that can 
be used for the purpose. The thousands of 
persons who are willing to help with money, 
food, or clothing can do so now with assur- 
ance that their donations will be well be- 
stowed and that the work will be done ina 
more comprehensive way than could be ex- 


on the spur of the moment, however well 
meaning its members might be. The leading 
officials are entering on the task so heartily 
that there need be little fear of any part of 
the fund being used improperly without al- 
most instant detection of the miscreant who 
could presume to impose upon the charities 
of the people. 

As soon as possible a suitable building will 
be secured in each division of the city at 
which the poorest will be cared for properly, 
and in the meantime the public structures 
will be used as heretofore if necessary. This 
action must be justified by the people, who 
will be asked for contributions, and ought to 
join in the movement as heartily as they did 
for the making of Chicago day at the Fair a 
brilliant and unparalleled success. The or- 
ganizacion of committees for the systeimatic 
solicitation of aid is in progress, and if any 
one is missed he or she need not delay to 
sendinas much as can be afforded to the 
Chairman of the Council Finance committee, 
who will take formal poem of the work, 
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SENATOR HOAR’S RESOLUTIONS. 

The resolutions of inquiry as to the ap- 
pointment and subsequent action of Para- 
mount Blount, offered by Mr. Hoar of Mas- 
sachusetts in the Senate, are both timely and 
pertinent. The Democratic majority in Con- 
gress cannot ignore them without acknowl- 
edging the truth of the charges indirectly 
made in them. Mr. Hoar in these resolutions 
desires to know whether at any time during 
the last six months the President has sent a 
Commissioner to any foreign country clothed 
with diplomatic authority without the advice 
and consent of the Senate; whether such 
Commissioner has had paramount authority 
and has been granted the privilege of taking 
possession of government archives, entering 
into negotiations with a foreign power, ‘as- 
suming the responsbbility of hauling down the 
flag of the United States, which had been 
hoisted by a duly authorized officer of the 
government; and whether any such officer 
has‘held written communication with the citi- 
zens of any foreign nation or the subjects of 
any foreign power concerning the diplomatic 
relations of the United States with the coun- 
try to which such citizens belong. 

The resolutions submitted by Mr. Hoar, it 
goes without saying, are aimed at the dis- 
patch of Mr. Blount to Hawaii. It also goes 
without saying that an affirmative answer 
must be given to every question contained in 
them. Taken in connection with the résolu- 
tions calling for all the papers in this Hawaii- 
an business they must bring up a véry im- 
portant question—namely: whether the Presi- 
dent has not been guilty of usurping powers 
which under the Constitution belong solely 
to Congress. A thorough investigation must 
show not only that Mr. 
paramount authority over the diplomatic rep- 
sentative of this country, and that after an 
ex parte investigation he assumed authority 
to pull down the American flag and take com- 
mand of the American ficet, but also that in 
subsequent instructions the President exer- 
cised the war-making power, which belongs 
to Congress alone, and in his conspiracy to 
overthrow the existing Hawaiian Govern- 
ment has run counter to the law. and in- 
fringed upon the rights of Congress.

PUBLISH ° THE PAY-ROLLS. 

Ald. Noble’s ordinance for the printing of 
the city pay-rolls is timely and coinmendable 
and should be signed promptly by Mayor 
Swift. There have been many platform 
pledges on this question heretofore, but they 
have been ignored or forgotten as soon as the 
election was over. Had Ald. Noble intro- 
duced his ordinance bearing on the question 
six months ago he would have been laughed 
at and the ordinance would have been rc- 
jected coutemptuously. Now, the paliticians, 
finding that the people are in earnest about 
this matter, are all for the publication of the 
pay-rolls—all but Ald. John McGillen, Chair- 
man of the Democratic Campaign committee. 
The other Democratic Aldermen glad!y would 
have followed the lead of Ald. McGillen on 
this subject, but they were afraid of the effect 
of such a course on the prospects of their 
Mayoralty candidate. They voted for Ald. 
Noble’s ordinance much agains. their will. 

There is no doubt that the pay-rolls have 
been stuffed in the past. They were stuffed 
under the Cregicr administration certainly. 
It has been demonstrated that they were 
stuffed under the iast city administration. 
There will be little opportunity to pad the 
rolls if Ald. Noble’s ordinance is enforced. 
It provides that the name and the address of 
the employés shall be published monthly, 
also the amounts paid to thetn and the con- 
tractors and others who perforin services for 
the city. These pay-rolls will be scanned care- 
fully and jealously. If any one is paid for 
time not spent in the service of the city the 
public will know it speedily. Ald. Madden 
is quite right in saying that ‘ no honest em- 
ployé is afraid to have the amount of his sti- 
vend printed opposite his name.’ The en- 
forcement of the ordinance will work no 
hardship therefore. The expense of printing 
the pay-roll will be a mere bagatellie, 

Tus Trrpune for many years has urged the 
printing of the pay-rolls. A declaration in 
favor of that course was made one of the 
planks of the platform on which Hempstead 
Washburne was elected Mayor, and it was 
done on Tue Trrseune’s advocacy. For rea- 
sons that it would be bootless to inquire into 
now the platform pledge was ignored during 
the Washburne administration. The Noble 
ordinance is much better and more binding 
than-a platform pledge, as it cannot be ig- 
nored. Ald. Noble deserves the thanks of the 
public for his part in the matter. It was wise 
and opportune. 4

Mine. Josephine Chatterton gave a harp 
recital before an excellent andience at the 
Richolien Hotel last evening. Mme, Chatterton 
was assisted by Miss Electa Gifford, William W.

securing honest electicns in Chicago and other 
large cities, and he thought it important that 
they should be kept ‘upon the statute book. 
He stirred up his colleague, Senstor Palmer, 
who wanted to know ifthe speech was in- 
tended for the Chicago election. Senator Cul- 
lom, however, eased Palmer’s mind by saying 
that he was not’thinking of that election, but 
was addressing himself to the general condi- 
tion of the country under Democratic rule. 
The speech was enlivend by several sharp pas- 
sages between Cullom and Hill. Senator Cul- 
lom had the attention of the full Senate 

throughout his whole speech. In effect Sena- 
tor Cullom said: 


What was the canse, he asked, of the 
ent demand for the repeal of the laws p assed by 
Congress on the subject? Had any man suff 
any injustice by reason of their emg or en- 
forcement? The contention of those who unged 
the repeal of those laws seemed to be based 
mainly upon the theory that the States alone 
were charged with the police control of elections.

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TURNSTILES TO STAY. 


ILLINOIS OENTRAL DEQIDES NOT TO 
REMOVE THEM. 


Officials of the Company Declare They Are 
on Its Right of Way and Are Nota 
Nuisance—If the City Attempts to En- 
force the Ordinance an Injunction Will 
Be Asked from the Cou: ts—Corpration 
Counsel Kraus Sees Defects in Council's 
Action. 

Illinois Central officials say they will not re- 
move the turnstiles along their right of way 
in accordance with the ordinance passed by 
the City Council. In case Mayor Swift should 
sign the ordinance as it stands the railroad 
company intimates that an injunction will be 
applied for restraining the city from execut- 
ing the order. The officers of the railroad 
claim that their turnstiles are not a pubiic 
nuisance; that they are on the company’s 
right of way; that they protect its revenue 
and prevent loss of life. For these reasons 
any effort to have the stiles removed will be 
resisted. Meanwhile the officials say they are 
ready to improve those in use to meet all pop- 
ular objections. On the top of the unwilling-

ness of the company to comply with the ordi- 
nance is the opinion of Corporation Counsel 
Kraus that it will not hold water and is conse- 
quently illegal. 

The fight against the turnstiles by South- 
Siders has been on fora good while, though 
the Illinois Central officials say they heard no 
complaints until. recently, when newspaper 
attacks were made on their method of con- 
ducting the railroad. John Dunn, assistant 
to President Fish of the [Illinois Central, 
wired his superior officer yesterday, who is in 
New York, as soon as he learned of the action 
of the Council. Mr. Dunn was not inclined 
at first to announce what step. the company 
would take, but subsequently said that it was 
his opinion that an injunction would be ap- 
plied for if an effort was made to put the ordi- 
nance intu effect. Mr. Dunn’s opinion in 
this case is equivalent to an expression of the 
policy of the railroad, 

*T can’t understand why the a 
should be considered a. nuisance,” said 
Dunn. “ We have spent $15,000 to $20, 000 
in putting them in, and we are certainly not 
wasting money in the creation of public 
nuisances. We have had some complaints 
about the turnstiles, and have endeavored in 
every reasonable instance to plan for the cor- 
rection of the fault. For instance, it was 
represented to us thatu lady could not get 
through the stiles in rainy weather with her 
bundles and umbrella. We are now having 
made coverings for all the turnstiles, so that 
It is claimed 
If that 
can be satisfactorily demonstrated a change 
will be made, for we desire to accommodate 
the public. But think of 1t, when people are 
allowed to walk along the tracks and fatalities 
occur, the railroud is censured for killing peo- 
ple. And when we make provision against 
killing them the railroad is again censured for 
its precautionary measures. 

Considers It the Best System. 


“The Illinois Central. railroad company 
has adopted the system of turnstiles, be- 
cause, after nearly tifty years of experience 
in rpciagsitohersy hey people for hire, it has found 
that the most desirable and effectual system, 
both as regards the safety of the public and 
the revenue of the company. During the 
whole time of the Fair not a word or a sug- 
gestion was ever heard that these turnstiles 
were a nuisance, and the number of people 
handled through the turnstiles during the six 
months was equal to what the Illinois Central 
handles on its regular suburban trains in one 

year. The number of people handled on the 
W orld’s Fair special trains was 8,716,491. 
It was thoroughly understood and has: been 
repeatedly stated to the regular suburban 
patrons of the line that this system of turn- 
stiles would be adopted and carried through 
on the regular suburban trains as soon as it 
could conveniently bedone. The system is 
desirable because we do not see otherwise how 
we can protect the company ’s right of way 
and prevent people from getting on to the 
right of way, with great chances of loss of 
life. Another reason is the question of reve- 
nue. By this system we insure every passen- 
ger having to buy a ticket, and we are seeking 
all the time to lessen the payment of fares On 
the trains. 

** The only object of the turnstiles, so far as 
incoming passengers are. concerned, is to see 
that they have some ticket, it matters little to 
what point; then, of course, the conductor has 
afterwards to punch or take up the ticket, and 
to see that the passenger does not ride beyood 
the point to which his ticket reads. My own 
judgment is that the entire elimination of the 
collection of cash fares on our trains proba- 
bly ag the saving of not less than $200 
aad day. All the turnstiles are on the right of 


os Piiesn Thirteenth street and Fifty-first 
street we own the land. Any property east of 
our right of way is owned by company. 
Besides, we og rovided several bridges 
over the tracks. re is one at Twenty- 
seconi street a ae at Twenty-ninth, and 
a third near Thirty. tifth street.

Declares the Ordinance Illegal, 


Corporation Counsel Kraus declared yester- 
day the ordinance was illegal, He said it had 
not been referred to the Law Department, 
andif it had it would not have appeared | be- 
fore the Council in the form it was presented. 
He regarded it in one sense as special legisla- 
tion. He didn’t see how the Illinois Central 
or any one railroad could be legislated 
against, when turnstiles could be employed 
by any other line. 

** 1 don’t see, further,” added Mr. ’ Kraus, 

how the turnstiles under the circumstances 
can be considered a public nuisance. They 
are on the ground of the company. In the 
matter of personal injury the railroad would 
probably claim that it carried a gfteat many 
millions of people during the summer with- 
out loss of life. 

* But an ordinance can be drawn which 
would make the railroad company tired of 
turnstiles. Such an ordinance could be 
framed on the ground of public convenience 
and safety. The city hasa right to regulate 
on these lines the passage to and from trains, 
If it should be stipulated that a railroad cor- 
poration should provide gates through which 
passengers could pass quickly, it is probable 
that turnstiles would be little used.”

FIREMAN’S LIFE TOO HARD FOR HIM. 


Edward Murphy Says He Must Seck Rest 
in Retirement. 

The following letter has been received from 
Fire-Marshal Edward Murphy: 

On my return to Chicago after a stay at Mount 
Clemens I find the Chicago press. have printed 
articles concerning my health that have greatly 
distressed niy family and my friends. For nearly 
a score of years | have been a member of the Chi- 
cago Fire Department, and have served in all 
grades from private to chief of battalion. Dur- 
ing this time, in company with many good fire- 
men, I have been frequently exposed to rils. 
From these I have not always aa hile 
in the line of ony I have been hurt five 
times in all and three times very seriously. 
Mv skull has been fractared twice, my shoulder 
and ribs broken. About all thisI do not in the 
least repine. Now, however, the burden of 
years and the effects of injuries tell on me se- 
verely. I no longer feel able toendure the stress, 
an wane 1B peril, and privation that belong to a fire- 
man’s life. Phys ae am not the man I was. 
For this reason I seek retirement. Any intima- 
tion that I suffer from anything but physical dis- 
ability is wholly without foundation. My re- 
spected chief, Marshal Swenie, under whom 1 
have served for eighteen years, knows all the 
facts of my case.

Flint and Pere Marquette No. 3 Towed Into 
Milwaukee—Marine Bank Affuirs. 

Mitwavuxes, Wis., Dec. 12.—[Special.|—

expedition to reach the stranded steamer Flint 
and Pere Marquette No. 3 this morning.

GRAVE ROBBERS DECLARED GUILTY. 


Shaffer and His Assistants Convicted at Des 
Moines=Newspaper in Straits, 

Des Morngs, Ia., Dec. 12.—[Special.]—The 
Shaffer body snatching case came to a sudden 
ending in the District Court this morning. 
Only one witness was put on the stand for the 
State, after which the County Attorney an- 
nounced the State rested. Ex-Judge Bishop, 
attorney for the defendant, followed this 
statement by announcing that no defense 
would be made.

CAPTURES A MICHIGAN FACTORY. 


Mob Headed by a Former Manager Dis- 
possesses a Receiver at Dowagiac. 
Dowaa1ac, Mich., Dec. 12—A mob of 200 
men, led by Eugene Lyle, surrounded the 
foundry and general offices of the Dowagiac 
Manufacturing company at 12:30 o’clock 
this morning, broke open the doors and win- 
dows, and forcibly took possession of the 
plant, which was held by H. M. Hinsdill, 
agent forthe Michigan Trust company of 
Grand Rapids. Six weeks ago Henry Kim- 
merle, one of the largest stcckholders, asked 
for a receiver, accusing the managers of pay- 
ing Eugene Lyle $10,000 per year as general 
manager and paying several thousand dollars 
annually for bogus tents. The Michigan 
Trust company of Grand Rapids was 
appointed as receiver, but L 
refused to give possession. Yesterday Ro. 
ceiver Hinsdill, with fifteen men, forcibly 
took possession, and after an examination of 
the books, said the foundry would open Jan. 
1. Lyle objected strenuously to the receiver's 
en and during the evening mustered 200 
men, who raided the place and succeeded 
pes driving out the newly-appointed receiver. 
The books and private papers were moved by 
Lyle to the City Bank of Dowagiac this morn- 
ing, where he will have his general offices 
until something new develops. The foundry 
is valued at nearly $1,000,000. The com- 
pany manufactured grain drills and employed 
300 men. It has been closed for over six 
months, but if the property remains in the 
possession of ~ trust company the factory 
will open Jan. 1.
